BRITISH WORRY OVER

BUDAPEST, Oct. 19 (AP).—Re- 
ports of increasing Axis pressure 
on Greece were coupled today with 
the belief the British were starting 
a strong diplomatic campaign -to 
prevent a German-sponsored mo- 
bilization of Bulgaria. 

Balkan attention centered on the 
meeting of British ministers at 
Istanbul and an unconfirmed ru- 
mor that Anthony Eden, British 
Secretary of State for War, might 
visit Turkey. 

There was no confirmation of any 
Axis demands on Greece so far, as 
reported in Cairo, although there 
was a possibility that such demands 
had been widely considered. A 
broadcast of the official Ankara 
radio yesterday said that Greece 
had become the main target of 
Axis pressure in the Balkans. 
Foreign observers believe the 
British conference at Istanbul will 
concern itself with possible ways 
and means of encouraging the Sofia 
Government to hold out against 
Axis-desired mobilization. 

There was a possibility that the 
British might be trying to win Bul-

HE spirited talks over the air by well- 

known American commentators have 

been followed here in England with the 
keenest appreciation, and people here 
now realize how true a reflection they 
are of American sympathy for the cause 
of democracy for which England is fight- 
ing. 

As one who has visited your State and 
traveled extensively in the United States, 
I can understand the real purport of 
American feeling for Great Britain. What 
I should like to emphasize here is the 
best method to translate this sympathy 
into concrete help. 

There is no doubt that this war has 
so far demonstrated the vital necessity 
of air power, and it is impossible for us 
to be too strong in the air. What a fine 
opportunity for the American individual 
to show practical appreciation by con- 
tributing to a local fund, with the object 
of purchasing American planes for Great 
Britain! 

Apart from financial help, it has been 
a great stimulus to read in the newspa- 
pers of American pilots volunteering their 
services in order to fight by the side of 
their British cousins. 

Referring to the question of America 
lending or selling more destroyers, here 
again the individual American can be of 
* great help to this country by urging con- 

gressional leaders to press for their 

prompt release. 

This at least would be a stepping-stone 
to perhaps further help on the naval side. 
Since the capitulation of France, Britain 
alone has to patrol a tremendous length 
of coast line occupied by the Germans, 
These vessels of America would release 
the more powerful units of the British 
fleet for offensive action. 

On the economic side, again the Ameri- 
can public could help tremendously by 
purchasing as many British goods as 
possible, not to the detriment of Ameri- 
can industry, but in place of supplies 
formerly imported from the continent of 
Europe. 

The attitude of the British public is one 
of quiet, calm and grim determination to 
see this ordeal through, and everyone can 
be of help, whether near the front or 
from afar.

St. Louis gave Wendell Willkie an impressive wel- 
come. All along the way, from his appearance until 
his departure, the city made it picturesquely evident 
that it was glad to see him. The climax, of course, 
was the tremendous audience that jammed the Arena. 
It was one of the largest audiences he has addressed 
during his arduous campaign. It was a cordial, 
happy, enthusiastic crowd. 3 

Any man would be heartened by such a reception. 
He could not help feeling that here he was among 
friends. And St. Louis may justifiably feel a bit 
proud of itself. It brimmingly met the wish so gen- 
erously expressed by Mayor Dickmann that the guest 
would be accorded the deference due a citizen whom 
a great party had chosen as its nominee for our high- 
est office. No slightest untoward incident marred 
the occasion. It was a fine affair. It was democ- 
racy in its best bib and tucker, with its company 
manners. 

What is the political signtficance of this personally 
triumphant day? Mr. Willkie was here seeking 
votes. He was here to win over to his side that body 
of citizens known as the independents, who steadily 
are becoming the decisive factor in our elections— 
more and more exercising the balance of power. as 
party ties continuously weigh more lightly. 

What is the independent voter’s stature in Mis- 
souri? No answer of mathematical accuracy may be 
given. It is on record, to be sure, that the inde- 
pendent voter in Missouri is a force to be reckoned 
with. The latest demonstration occurred only two 
years ago in the election of Judge Douglas to the 
Supreme Court.

THE ELECTION’S SIDE-SHOW. 

Just as a “Little Egypt” can make a circus side- 
show much more exciting than the three-ring razzle- 
dazzie under the main top, so Gen. Johnson, the old 
fire-eater, has started a battle over the pre-election 
polls that may set off more Roman candles, skyrock- 
ets and set pieces than the election itself. 

Of course, the election results will be more im- 
portant, but they have inspired nothing like the 
prospect of the General eating his own output. And 
he has promised to do just that if the Gallup poll, 
with its indication of a Roosevelt victory by a mar- 
gin of 414 electoral votes to 117, proves to be correct. 

Meanwhile, the General has introduced his own 
oracle—one Rogers C. Dunn, a former New York 
broker. Mr. Dunn, who predicts the election of Mr. 
Willkie by a margin of 137 electoral college votes, 
steps onto the stage completely equipped with a six- 
year record. And what a record! He says he has 
called the turn in election after election within a 
decimal point or two—after the ballots were counted! 
And he depends on nothing so undependable as sam- 
ples of public opinion. He listens to the radio, reads 
the editorial pages, checks on WPA rolls. At least, 
that’s what the Republican National Committee says. 

Well, we always had a suspicion that the public 
could be fickle on occasion, but it is mildly surprising 
‘to learn that this weakness has gone so far that an 
election can now be decided two ways at once. We 
can see no end of complications and embarrassments 
if it is really possible to have two Presidents, each 
with a landslide of votes behind him, showing up 
before the Chief Justice to take the oath of office. 
After all, the Constitution calls for only one! 

To avoid such a distressing possibility, we have 
found yet another poll. This is a one-man affair 


made by Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr, His findings are

stated with the same decimal precision as are those 
of Dr. Gallup and Mr. Dunn—and he quibbles about 
no margins of error. Quite bluntly he says that the 
nine Pacific coast and Rocky Mountain states are 
61 per cent for the re-election of the President, 36 
per cent for Mr. Willkie and 4 per cent undecided. 

That gives the President the preponderance in this 
scientific prognostication. Of course, a half-dozen 
other surveys may come out and put the fat back 
into the fire and deprive Gen. Johnson of a paper 
salad with ink dressing. They go up and down just 
to keep one puzzled. 

If, meanwhile, there are some so on tenterhooks 
that they cannot wait until Nov. 6, we recommend 
the Ouija board—or just a good guess. 
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MR. WILLKIE AND MR. CHURCHILL. 

Copious quotations from Winston Churchill were 
introduced by Mr. Willkie in his St. Louis address 
Thursday night to support his own case against the 
administration, but they become far less effective as 
testimonials when one considers the background of 
the British statesman’s words. 

Mr. Willkie is shrewd in capitalizing on the ad- 
miration Americans feel today for Mr. Churchill. His 
gallant and wise leadership of Britain in its present 
emergency has a great appeal for all of us. Mr. 
Churchill’s political and social views have grown 
considerably more enlightened in recent months, 
under the stress of war and its necessities, but it must 
not be forgotten that he is a member of the British 
Conservative party (its present leader), and pre- 
sented the Tory point of view when he spoke of 
American affairs in 1937 and 1938, the period from 
which Mr. Willkie draws his quotations. 

Mr. Churchill was scarcely an impartial observer 
when he condemned the Roosevelt policies, though 
Mr. Willkie seeks to introduce him as a sort of wise 
and objective looker-on. Churchill condemned the 
relief expenditures, ‘public utility regulation, stock 
market control and the efforts to curb monopoly and 
other business abuses primarily because these meth- 
ods were contrary to his own political philosophy, as 
of that date. 

Mr. Willkie, incidentally, does not read the whole 
catalogue of Churchill’s condemnation of the New 
Deal. The list may be found on pages 166 and 234-5 
of “Step by Step,” a book published last year and 
containing a collection of the fortnightly letters on 
political affairs that Churchill has been writing for 
some years. Mr. Willkie, in his campaign, is sup- 
porting some of the measures, such as utility regu- 
lation and stock market control, which Churchill at 
that time condemned. 

Another statement by Churchill is also not quoted, 
what the British statesman said on Aug. 4, 1938, about 
American defense preparation, a year before the war 
started. For instance: 

The first service which the United States can 
render to world causes is to be prosperous and 
well armed. The arming part is being achieved 
on a very large scale. Enormous supplies have 
been voted by Congress for the expansion of the 
armed forces, particularly the navy, to levels far 
above what any immediate direct danger would 
seem to require. 

No American party resists the President’s de- 
sire to make the United States one of the most 
heavily armed, scientifically prepared. countries 
in the world. There never was in peace a time 
when the American armaments by land, air and 
sea reached so imposing a height, or were sus- 
tained by so much national conviction. 

These words by Mr. Willkie’s British authority are 
directly contrary to what the Republican candidate 
himself has been saying about the state of the na- 
tional defense. But if Mr. Churchill's opinions are 
to be introduced into our election campaign, surely 
his views on our preparedness preparations ought to 
be cited in order to make a complete record. 
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SENATOR WHEELER IS HASTY. 

It is amazing to find a Senator so jealous of the 
right to criticise as Burton K, Wheeler of Montana 
now proposing the exclusion from congressional press 
galleries of newspaper writers who “hold up members 
of Congress to public ridicule.” 

To say, as Senator Wheeler does, that “people must 
have respect for the members of the Senate and House 
in these times when there is a trend to totalitarian- 
ism,” is to put the cart before the horse. Members 
of Congress must merit the respect of the people. 
They will need to fear neither criticism nor ridicule 
if they rise to the statesmanship which the hour de- 
mands. 

As for the merits of the controversy between Senator 
Barkley and Messrs. Alsop and Kintner, Washington 
columnists, they are inconsequential to the issue 
which Senators Wheeler and Barkley have now raised. 
The power to banish from the press gallery for “ridi- 
cule” would require an essentially personal interpre- 
tation of “ridicule,” and that would open the way 
for serious Violation of the right of a free press. 

{f Senator Wheeler will think about this proposal 
a little longer, we are convinced that he will with- 
draw it. So valuable a critic as he surely will not 
lend himself to a movement which inevitably would 
lead to stopping the mouths of others. 
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AN INVASION FOILED. 

Now it can be told, the British Government de- 
cides after more than a month of reticence, and of- 
ficially reports that a Nazi invasion attempt was 
smashed on the night of Sept. 16. The R. A. F. 
gains new laurels in the belated announcement, to 
add to the many it has garnered in recent months. 
Under the brightest moon of the year, the British 
bombers made a slashing attack upon the crowded 
shipping along the “invasion coast,” and the airmen’s 
gallantry frustrated Adolf Hitler in the moment 
chosen for fulfilling his lifetime’s crowning ambition. 

A sudden gale also played a part in scattering 
the shipping, and here again history is repeating, just 
as many phases of Napoleon’s attempted invasion 
have been duplicated in recent weeks, as recounted 
in our Mirror of Public Opinion article today. As 
on the French coast last month, ocean gales helped 
save Britain from invasion 352 years ago, when the 
Spanish Armada made its ill-fated attempt. The 
fleet under Francis Drake, Martin Frobisher and 
John Hawkins fought against superior numbers in 
1588 with a gallantry that Britons are recalling 
today, and a furious storm furnished the final blow 
in scattering and destroying King Philip’s galleons. 

The spirit of Nelson at Trafalgar, and of Drake 
against the Armada, live again in the daring of 
the R. A. F. And the stormy seas that surround 
the indomitable little isle still are a formidable 
menace in the path of the invader. 
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Of all the futile campaign talk, the most futile 
comes from people who haven't registered.

Theré were no bombers then to shatter 
London homes and hospitals in “prepara- 
tion.” It is astonishing to realize how 
nearly everything else was the same. 

Napoleon, like Hitler, had mastered the 
whole west of Europe; by conquest or alli- 
ance, he held the entire coast from Hol- 
land right around through Spain and Italy, 
and, beginning with the outbreak of war 
in the spring of 1803, was mustering all 
the resources of this great territory to equip 
the army he was assembling in the Channel 
ports and provide the thousands of vessels 
necessary to land it on the English shore.

Great Britain stood alone. She had been 
Slow to realize the danger, slow to prepare 
and inefficient when she began to do so. 
There was Chamberlainism in high places; 
Lord Grenville could write from his coun- 
try house in the first stages of the war that 
he was “very peaceably rolling my walks 
and watering rhododendrons without any 
thought of the new possessor to whom 
Bonaparte may dispose them.” It was from 
the general public, on the other hand, then 
as now, that there came the greatest pres- 
sure for taking energetic defense measures. 

There even seem to have been “fifth col- 
umnists.” ' 

“Can there be men in Great Britain,” a 
Bishop asked, “so maddened by malignity, 
80 cankered by envy, so stupefied as to their 
own safety, as to abet the designs of such 
an enemy?

Warning voices had been disregarded, just 
as Mr. Churchill's voice was disregarded 
two or three years ago. But as the sum- 
mer of 1803 wore on and the threat took 
more and more concrete shape, the British

tion as earnestly as they are doing today. 
Conscription laws were enacted, fortifica- 
tions built, volunteer forces were raised 
everywhere, and drilled themselves at their 
own cost and on their own initiative as the 
local defense forces are doing today. 

Through 1803 and 1804, Napoleon’s filo- 
tillas crept along the coasts to their assem- 
bly points at Boulogne, Calais, Etaples, 
Dieppe and elsewhere, just as Mr. Churchill 
has reported the German fiotillas to be 
doing today. What was soon to prove itself 
the finest army in the world was concen- 
trated at these ports, and was incessantly 
drilled, as the Germans are now being 
drilled in the special tactics which would 
be required. The question of whether fog 
would help or hinder the assault was de- 
bated as anxiously as it is today.

and to proclaim the commercial independ- 
ence of France!” 

The British answers were much what they 
are today; Holland, Italy, Switzerland were 
cited as Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Norway 
are cited now, backed with as fierce a Brit- 
ish determination to fight for freedom and 
the security of their homes against “conti- 
nental despotism.” 

Napoleon's officers were as callously 
ready to accept big losses as are Hitler’s, 
and talked coldly about “sacrificing 100 
gunboats and 10,000 men” if necessary in 
making good the crossing. And Napoleon 
made no more secret than does Hitler of 
his intentions: “Eight hours of a night 
favorable to us will decide the fate of the 
universe,” and “It is necessary for us to 
be masters of the sea for six hours only, 
and England will have ceased to exist.” 

In the end, of course, he mever got those 
six hours, and on the eve of Trafalgar, the 
camps were broken up and the Grande 
Armee marched off to Germany. 

Remembering Soviet Russia, is it possible 
that something of the kind may happen 
again? Today there are bombers to slaugh- 
ter London’s women and children, but Adolf 
Hitler still needs those six hours’ mastery 
of the sea, and bombers cannot give it to 
him while the Royal Navy floats and the 
British people do not waver. 


Importance of Local Issues in the Campaign

‘Crisis: Greater Than Flam- 
ing War—Downey Re- 
plies That Colleague Has 
Had Four Terms. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
genator Hiram Johnson of Califor- 
nia, Republican, who backed Presi- 
gent Roosevelt in 1932, last night 
gave his support to the presiden- 


tial candidacy of Wendell L. Will- 

kie, in a speech saying the Re- 
blican nominee was “eternally 

right” on the third-term issue. 

He spoke on the radio here, and 
immediately after he finished Sen- 
ator Sheridan Downey, his Demo- 
cratic colleague, broadcast from Los 
Angeles. Downey said that he had 
“a “traditional sentiment” against 
a third term but that “as between 
a liberal administration headed by 
Roosevelt for a third term, and a 
conservative rule under Willkie, I 
must support the liberal Roosevelt | 
ticket.” 

Johnson asserted the third-term 
question raised “in greater degree 
than a flaming war, with its cruel 
destruction of peaceful nations, a 
crisis purely American.” 

If a President sees fit, Johnson 
continued, “to increase his term 
four years, he can increase it 
eight, or 16, and finally, as Jeffer- 
gon once remarked, the whole presi- 
dential office becomes but an in- 
heritance.” 

“We are asked now,” he said, “to 
gamble with the most precious of 


human possessions—liberty. We 
must not do it.” 
“Over-Emphasizing Crisis.” 


When Hitler first came to pow- 
er, Johnson said, the American peo- 
ple were “concerned but unafraid,” 
and when “his bloody aggressions” 
developed, the people began to re- 
pair their defenses, 

“Then,” he continued, “was the 
opportunity for a few men in this 
country to frighten our people, and 
to cause-a hysteria presented to us 
as a crisis such as we have never 
seen before. Over-emphasized and 
most cleverly asserted it was that 
the awful crisis was upon us, It 
was painted in lurid colors by those 
who knew so well how to arouse 
the people. 

“And then, too, came another, 
erisis.- very different—the crisis of a 
third term which would enable the 
present incumbent again to be a 
candidate, and perhaps again to be 
elected. One crisis was from with- 
out, warlike and nebulous in char- 
acter; the other, from within, very, 
very close to us all, more subtle 
but more important.” 

An effort was made, he went on, 
to “whip up war. hysteria,” with 
the people “led to believe that St. 
Louis aind Omaha were about to be 
bombed.” Simultaneously, “myster- 
fous whisperings were heard about 
changing horses in midstream,” 
e said, “and then the indispensa- 
le man was born.” 

Roosevelt “maintained a discreet 
silence” until the Democratic con- 
vention, Johnson continued, in hte 
knowledge that his attitude and tac- 
tics could “mean but one thing. 
.., For the first time in the his- 
tory of the nation we have a third 
term presidential candidate.” 

Instead of giving the question of 
a third term “to the people for de- 
terminatian, he handed it over to 
is state and county chairmen to 
do with as they saw fit,” he said. 
“He handed it over, indeed, to men, 
he knew would do his will without 
thought of the perpetuity of Amer- 
ican traditions.” 

Downey’s Reply. 

Of the Republican ticket of Will- 
kie and Senator Charles L. McNary 
of Oregon, Johnson said: 

“Upon all matters I do not agree 
with Messrs. Willkie and McNary 
in this campaign, but they are 
eternally right upon the great is- 
sue, and the all important one, of 
& third term. 

Downey said there appeared to be 
“no anti-third-term sentiment here 
in California.” Johnson, he contin- 
tied, “has been elected Senator from 
California for his fourth term, and 
it is apparent his people will soon 
honor him for a fifth time.” 

Of the presidential contest, Dow- 
ey said that “Mr. Willkie is the 
tandidate of big business.” 

“In this day of foreign dictators 
and the failure of foreign states- 
manship,” Downey continued, 
“America may count itself blessed 
Indeed that it had Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the White House di- 
recting our activities, planning our 
defenses.”

Former Minister of State 
Speaks at Restoration of 
Bust at Fair. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP), — 
In ceremonies marking the resto- 
ration of the marble bust of King 
Leopold III to its place of honor 
in the World’s Fair Belgian pavil- 
ion, Franz Van Cauwelaert, former 
Minister of State, called on all free 
Belgians last night: to renew their 
loyalty to their King and to pledge 
their support and Belgian colonial 
resources to the British cause. 

It was his explanation of the 
King’s conduct in the war that led 
Count Robert Van Der Straten- 
Ponthoz, Belgian Ambassador to 
the United States, to order the re- 
placement of the bust, which was 
removed from its pedestal after 
Belgium capitulated in May. 

“Misinformation has clouded the 
understanding of the American 
people of the behavior of our army 
and our King,” said Van Cauwel- 
aert, “today . it has been 
proven that the army did not fail 
to “accomplish its full duty and 
that our King did not accept the 
idea of complete capitulation. 

“After having exhausted all 
means of defense, he was forced 
to realize that further resistance 
would mean needless slaughter of 
soldiers and civilians. 

“Having accomplished his duty 
as a soldier, the King accepted 
captivity to give the army and peo- 
ple proof of his obligation and fi- 
delity. But he never renounced 
any of his rights, never made any 
agreement with the enemy and— 
contrary to false rumors—never at- 
tempted to set up a new govern- 
ment in occupied Belgium.” 

Van Cauwelaert said that from 
the point of political effectiveness 
it might have been better for the 
King to have followed the example 
of Queen Wilhelmina of The Neth- 
erlands, and moved his Government 
to London—allowing one of his 
Generals to make the surrender. 

“People may differ on the polit- 
ical aspects of the decision . 
to stay in Belgium,” he said, “but 
they cannot differ on the noble 
morality of that deciison. 

“Our King, a captive, finds him- 
self in a position where it is im- 
possible to direct the resistance 
which our people feel toward their 
present situation.”

New York Mayor Describes 
Nominee as Lawyer Who 
Became Specialist. 


BOSTON, Oct. 19 (AP). — New 
York’s Mayor, FioreHo H. LaGuar- 
dia, said last night that “if Wen- 


dell Willkie is a business man, I 
am a Mercury.” 

Flying in from New York for the 
third in a series of speeches favor- 
ing the re-eleetion of President 
Roosevelt, LaGuardia described the 
Republican presidential nominee, 
in a radio address, as “a promoter 
par. excellence, a ballyhoo artist in 
a class by himself . but with 
absolutely no business background.” 
“Willkie is a business man in 
the sense that Herbert Hoover and 
others were business men—which 
means giving a few in American 
business special privileges and spe- 
cial favors.” 

Asserting that the “so-called busi- 
ness party brought this country to 
the brink of ruin,” LaGuardia de- 
clared that Willkie’s experience was 
that of “an average good lawyer 
who has become a specialist.” 
“His specialty is promotion and 
lobbying. At that he is really good.” 
A study of the Republican candi- 
date’s experiences and utterances, 
the Mayor continued, have “con- 
vinced the country Willkie is any- 
thing but a business man.” 
“American business is competi- 
tive business. But the utility line, 
Mr. Willkie’s game, is not competi- 
tive business. . * You and I and 
the people of this country, with 
some few isolated instances, cannot 
shop around for our electric current 
for lighting and cooking and in- 
dustry where we like.

Plans to supply persons on direct 
relief in the city with low-cost milk 
were advanced at a meeting in 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann’s of- 
fice yesterday, when union milk 
wagon drivers agreed to contribute 
delivery service without charge. 

Mayor Dickmann said he hoped 
to have the plan in operation by 
Dec. 1, with the milk at a cost 
possibly as low as 5 cents a quart. 
The milk would be grade A prod- 
uct, which now costs 12% cents a 
quart. 

It was estimated at the meeting, 
attended by various agencies, that 
37,000 persons would be eligible to 
receive the milk. Persons on WPA 
and those receiving other forms of 
Federal relief money are not eli- 
gible under the proposed plan. 

The supply of milk would be 
taken from the producers’ surplus 
in the St. Louis marketing area 
and delivered fo the distributers, 
who agreed to eliminate profits.

be subsidized by the Department 
of Agriculture, under plans simi- 
lar to those in effect in some other 
cities. 

Producers will furnish to distrib- 
uters prices at which they can sup- 
ply the milk, after receiving the 
new general price schedule for the 
St. Louis area from the Govern- 
ment.

Use 
bacon fat as the shortening in the 
muffins, too, to intensify the flavor. 
Bacon Muffins (cost about 12c). 
Two slices bacon, two cups all- 
purpose flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, two tablespoons sugar, one 
egg, beaten; one-half cup evapor- 
ated milk, one-half cup water, two 
tablespoons melted bacon fat. 
Chop bacon and saute until crisp; 
drain thoroughly. Sift flour, meas- 
ure, and resift twice with salt, bak- 
ing powder and sugar; add crisp 
bacon and stir until well distrib- 
uted. Beat egg and combine with 
milk, water and melted fat; add to 
dry ingredients all at once, and stir 
quickly until they are just damp- 
ened; then give three or four more 
stirs. Do not stir until smooth. 
Dip into greased muffin tins, fill- 
ing them two-thirds full. Bake in 
a hot oven (425 degrees Fahren- 
heit) for 20 minutes, or until nicely 
browned.

OST comical to the physician 
M are those men who try to 
imitate various mental dis- 


eases. For instance, the average 
human being, knowing nothing of 
the actual symptoms and signs of 


| mental disease, thinks that if he 


acts silly or foolish, he will be 
thought to be insane, whereas the 
insane are seldom silly or foolish. 
Probably it would be harder to 
imitate actua] insanity than to 
imitate any other form of disease. 
Actual disease of the central nerv- 
ous system cannot be _ imitated. 
There are, however, people who can 
complain of pain that is actually 
absent but which they think they 
feel because they want to fee] it. 
The detection of this sort of per- 
formance is not too difficult but 
constitutes for the doctor some- 
thing in the nature of a real 
mental exercise. 

The vast bulk of people who en- 
deavor to avoid military training 
and service by imitating disease 
are those who exaggerate some 
actual defect. Then it becomes a 
problem for the doctor to decide 
whether the condition about which 
the registrant complains is enough 
of a cause to bring about rejec- 
tion for military service.
